Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  lay  before  you  my  Report  on  the  health  and  sanitary 
condition  of  the  District  for  the  year  1920,  being  the  thirty-eighth  Annual 
Report  I have  had  the  honour  of  submitting. 

The  geological  formation  of  the  District  is  principally  sandstone 
associated  with  millstone  grit,  there  is  a considerable  amount  of  fissured 
rock  which  allows  of  the  natural  drainage  of  subsoil  water.  Part  of 
the  District  is  hilly,  and  there  is  little  timber.  The  temperature  of 
the  early  months  was  exceptionally  mild  with  high  winds  in  January, 
a beautiful  fine  March  and  very  wet  April,  the  summer  months,  especially 
July,  very  wet,  interfering  seriously  with  the  ingathering  of  the  harvest?* 
and  Christmas  week  like  summer. 

During  the  first  nine  months  of  the  year  work  in  all  trades  was 
exceptionally  good  and  much  above  the  average,  later  there  was  a 
considerable  falling  off.  There  was  no  want,  in  spite  of  the  greatincrease 
in  the  cost  of  commodities. 


The  area  of  the  Township  is  1,555  acres,  the  population  at  the  1911 
census  4,925,  the  estimated  population  for  1919,  deducting  men  on 
military  service  I made  5,340,  the  Registrar  General’s  being  5,373.  At 
the  1901  census  the  average  number  of  inmates  for  each  inhabited  house 
was  4.51,  at  the  1911  census  the  number  was  4.28.  The  estimated 
population  for  1920  I make  5,400.  The  nett  assessable  rateable  value 
is  ^21,098  15s,,  the  county  rate  7/-,  and  the  district  rate  5/6  in  the 
pound.  There  are  two  Public  Elementary  Schools,  each  with  three 
departments,  and  a Small  Pox  Hospital. 

The  following  new  property  has  been  assessed  during  the  year : — 
Wood  Shed,  Mr.  Downs  ; Wood  Hut,  Church  Lads’  Brigade  ; Dining 
Room,  Ings  Mill ; Motor  Garage,  Albion  Dye  Works  ; Sheds,  Springhead 
Mill  Co. ; Dining  Room,  Netherfield  Mills  ; Shed,  Liberty  Mills  ; Motor 
Garage,  White  Cross;  Cafe,  White  Cross;  Wood  Shop,  Mr.  Inman; 
Wood  Shed,  Oswald  Terrace  ; Additions  and  Dining  Room,  Greenbottom 
Dyeworks  ; Sheds,  Geo.  Nunns  & Son  ; Sheds,  etc.,  Messrs.  Walsh  and 
Clark.  A Bungalow  in  Willsgill  has  been  removed.

On  December  31st  there  were  1,256  houses  occupied  and  2 un- 
occupied, against  1,255  and  4 respectively  December  31st,  1919.  Thirty- 
four  of  the  houses  are  back-to-back. 


During  the  year  there  were  registered  113  births,  53  males  and 
60  females,  to  which  must  be  added  6,  3 males  and  3 females  registered 
outside,  the  District  but  belonging  thereto,  making  a total  of  119,  56 
males  and  63  females,  and  giving  a birth  rate  of  22.03  per  thousand 
against  10.67  for  last 'year,  which  was  the  lowest  on  record.  From 
1884  to  1899  it  averaged  over  30.  Four  births  were  illegitimate.  First 
quarter  33,  second  31,  third  29,  fourth  26. 

The  number  of  deaths  registered  in  the  District  was  41,  30  males 
and  1 1 females,  to  which  must  be  added  9,  3 males  and  6 females  occurring 
outside  the  District  but  belonging  thereto,  and  deducted,  2 males 
occurring  in  the  District  but  not  belonging  thereto,  giving  a nett  number 
of  48,  31  males  and  17  females,  the  death  rate  per  thousand  being  8.88 
against  14.61  for  last  year.  First  quarter  13,  second  10,  third  10,  fourth 
15. 

Seven  deaths  of  children  under  one  year  of  age  occurred,  giving 
an  Infantile  Mortality  per  one  thousand  births  of  58.8,  against  35.0 
for  last  year.  Two  of  the  children  were  born  prematurely. 

Of  deaths  due  to  the  principal  epidemic  diseases  there  was  1 
Whooping  Cough,  child  aged  4 months,  giving  a Zymotic  death  rate 
of  0.18  per  thousand  against  0.18  for  last  year. 

Of  deaths  due  to  Phthisis  there  were  3,  giving  a rate  of  0.55  per 
thousand  against  0.56  for  last  year. 

Of  the  48  deaths  10  were  respectively  73,  75,  82,  82,  71,  72,  72, 
76,  73,  74. 

One  inquest  was  held,  and  4 deaths  were  uncertified.

Account  £83  4s.  6d.  Fourteen  cases  were  admitted  during  that  period.

Scarlet  Fever. 

Four  cases  were  reported  against  10  in  1919.  The  attack  rate  of 
the  population  was  0.74  per  thousand.  There  were  no  deaths.  The  first 
was  notified  February  15th,  a child,  Springfield  Road,  the  second  July 
4th,  Wells  Road,  contracted  outside  the  District,  the  third  October 
19th,  Park  Road,  contracted  outside  the  District,  and  the  fourth  December 
7th,  Oxford  Road  ; all  were  removed  to  Hospital.  During  the  last  six 
years  the  total  number  of  cases  reported  was  57. 

Diphtheria. 

Two  cases  were  reported  against  5 in  1919.  The  attack  rate  per 
thousand  was  0.37.  One  was  removed  to  Hospital.  There  were  no 
deaths.  The  first  was  notified  April  27th,  New  Row,  removed  to  Hos- 
pital, the  second  August  10th,  Mount  Pleasant,  contracted  outside  the 
District.  During  the  last  six  years  the  total  number  of  cases  reported 
was  51. 

. Typhoid  Fever. 

No  cases  occurred.  During  the  last  six  years  the  total  number  of 
cases  reported  was  1 1 . 

Whooping  Cough. 

During  May  and  June  a few  cases  occurred,  there  was  1 death, 
giving  a rate  of  0.18  per  thousand.  The  last  previous  death  in  the 
District  was  in  1915. 

Influenza. 

At  no  time  during  the  year  was  Influenza  prevalent,  although  as 
usual  there  were  cases  continually  occurring  but  no  deaths  resulted. 
Leaflets  of  instructions  were  delivered  to  householders  early  in  February. 

Tubercular  Disease. 

Four  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  and  2 of  other  Tubercular 
Disease  were  reported  against  3 and  2 respectively  last  year.  Two 
cases  of  Phthisis  were  admitted  to  the  Sanatorium,  and  one  of  Tubercular 
Peritonitis  was  provided  with  an  outdoor  shelter.  Three  deaths  occurred. 
The  County  Council  provide  Institutional  Treatment,  and  in  domiciliary 


treatment  of  insured  persons  the  local  Insurance  Committee  provide  extra 
nourishment  where  necessary.  A Tuberculosis  Dispensary  is  established 
at  Otley  with  a staff  of  one  Medical  Officer  and  two  Nurses  ; there  are 
two  beds  for  observation  cases.  A Branch  Dispensary  is  open  one  day 
a week  at  Guiseley.  No  cases  of  Tuberculosis  in  cattle  were  discovered, 
arrangements  exist  for  the  examination  of  suspected  cattle  by  a Veterinary 
Surgeon. 

Immediately  on  the  receipt  of  notification  of  infectious  diseases  the 
affected  houses  are  visited  by  the  Inspector  and  myself,  the  sanitary 
arrangements  investigated,  and  enquiries  made  as  to  school  attendance, 
milk  supply,  etc.  The  use  of  the  Isolation  Hospital  is  offered  in  cases  of 
Scarlet  Fever,  Diphtheria  and  Typhoid  Fever.  If  the  cases  are  treated 
at  home,  it  is  seen  that  proper  isolation  is  effected,  and  other  members 
of  the  household  are  requested  not  to  attend  places  of  worship,  school, 
or  other  public  gatherings.  At  the  termination  of  the  case  or  oh  removal 
to  Hospital,  the  rooms  are  disinfected.  In  the  case  of  Typhoid  Fever 
the  contents  of  the  closet  are  removed  and  burned.  If  the  case  is  treated 
at  home,  the  excreta  are  removed  in  covered  zinc  pails  by  the  Council’s 
men  and  burned.  Bacteriological  outfits  are  supplied  and  examinations 
made  by  the  County  Council,  and  anti-toxin  supplied  in  necessitous 
cases  of  Diphtheria  by  the  Council.  Houses  in  which  cases  of  Pulmonary 
Tuberculosis  occur  are  visited,  and  a record  kept  of  the  sleeping  and 
other  accommodation,  sanitary  conditions,  number  of  rooms  and  inmates, 
and  means  of  ventilation.  Printed  instructions  are  delivered  for  the 
guidance  of  the  household. 

Water  Supplies. 

Of  the  1258  houses  in  the  Township  1200  are  supplied  by  the 
Guiseley  Water  Company,  15  at  Ghyl  Royd  by  the  owner,  4 at  Chevin 
End  from  the  Menston  Works,  and  the  remainder,  mostly  in  the  outlying 
parts  of  the  District,  from  private  wells  and  springs.  In  addition  to, 
the  houses  the  Company  supply  the  Church,  3 Chapels,  3 Clubs,  the  Town 
Hall,  2 Banks,  7 Factories,  2 Schools,  the  Drill  Hall,  Picture  Palace, 
Tramways  Depot  and  one  Public  Urinal.  There  are  359  water  closets 
in  use.  During  the  year  the  mains  from  Cuddy  Hill  to  the  Tannery  in 
Back  Lane  and  in  Union  Street  have  been  relaid  with  3 in.  pipes,  the  old 
ones  being  corroded.  I am  unable  to  give  exact  details,  as  in  spite  of 
repeated  application  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Company  they  were  not 
forthcoming. 

The  sources  of  supply  of  the  Company  are  three — (1)  from  drifts 
leading  into  the  Quarry  in  Moor  Lane  ; (2)  drifts  under  Moor  Lane  ; (3) 
the  Yeadon  Water  Company  whose  mains  pass  through  the  town.  This 
water  is  pi  umbo-solvent,  the  gathering  ground  being  Rombalds  Moor, 
but  is  treated  with  lime  before  distribution.  No  cases  of  lead  poisoning 
have  come  to  my  knowledge.

Sewage  Disposal. 

There  are  in  the  District  359  water  closets,  366  dry  covered  middens, 
292  sanitary  dustbins,  94  fixed  receptacles  for  ashes,  etc.,  and  20  open 
middens,  mostly  connected  with  farm  houses.  The  scavenging  is  let 
by  contract  at  2 /-  per  hour  for  horse  and  man  ; the  work  has  been  carried 
out  satisfactorily,  2,900  loads  having  been  dealt  with.  The  refuse  cart  goes 
round  periodically,  dry  refuse  and  rubbish  being  removed  to  the  des- 
tructor. The  gullies  are  regularly  attended  to  by  the  Council’s  men, 
dust  laid  by  the  water  cart,  and  snow  promptly  removed.  The  town  is 
efficiently  sewered  with  sanitary  socketed  pipes  ventilated  by  shafts, 
they  have  a good  fall  to  the  sewage  works  about  one  mile  from  the  centre 
of  the  town.  The  works  consist  of  (1)  receiving  tanks,  (2)  six  precipitating 
tanks^  (3)  three  weirs,  (4)  two  storm  filter  beds,  (5)  six  filter  beds,  (6) 
one  burnt  clay  bed,  (7)  six  sludge  beds,  (8)  destructor.  The  precipitate 
used  is  alumino-ferric,  the  cost  of  which  is  approximately  ^175  per 
annum.  The  effluent  after  filtration  through  the  prepared  filter  beds 
is  discharged  into  the  beck  adjoining,  which  after  a course  of  one  mile 
joins  the  River  Aire.  Surface  water  as  far  as  possible  is  excluded  from 
sewers,  and  house  drains  efficiently  trapped. 

Sanitary  Work. 

At  the  close  of  1919  five  nuisances  remained  to  be  dealt  with,  21 
legal  notices  were  served  during  1920,  25  were  complied  with,  leaving 
one  still  to  be  dealt  with,  in  addition  27  intimations  of  nuisances  of  a 
minor  character  were  attended  to.  Twenty- two  privy  closets  have  been 
converted  into  water  closets,  including  one  at  the  White  Cross  Hotel 
along  with  the  provision  of  a urinal.  There  has  not  been  any  extension 
of  main  sewering  which  at  present  is  in  advance  of  building  operations. 
A 9 in.  drain  has  been  laid  in  Ings  Lane  connecting  with  the  sewer,  and 
the  following  drainage  in  connection  with  the  Housing  Scheme  : — 128 
yards  6 in.  glazed  socket  jointed  pipes,, and  106  yards  of  4 in.  In  addition 
100  yards  of  4 in.  pipes  have  been  laid  in  other  parts  of  the  District.  The 
23  cowsheds  housing  172  milk  cows,  the  7 slaughter  houses,  and  the 
workshops  and  workplaces  have  been  inspected.  Four  milk  vendors 
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are  registered.  During  the  year  a cowshed  with  accommodation  for 
12  cattle  has  been  built  at  Glebe  Farm,  York  Gate.  Two  slaughter 
houses  have  been  abolished  owing  to  their  too  close  proximity  to  dwelling 
houses.  No  complaint  has  been  received  as  to  the  emission  of  dense 
smoke.  The  percentage  of  successful  vaccination  continues  very  low. 
The  Medical  Inspection  of  children  in  the  Elementary  Schools  is  under- 
taken by  full  time  officers  of  the  County  Education  Committee.  The 
streets  and  pavements  are  kept  in  a satisfactory  condition,  9,000  square 
yards  of  road  have  been  tarsprayed  during  the  year,  dust  is  laid  by  the 
water  carts,  and  in  winter  snow  promptly  removed.  There  are  124 
freehold  allotments  in  use  as  gardens,  each  available  as  a building  site. 

Housing  and  Town  Planning  Act,  1919. 

During  1911  seven  houses  were  inspected,  1912  sixty-five,  1913 
one  hundred  and  two,  1914  one  hundred  and  fifteen,  1915  fifty-seven, 
and  1916  eight.  No  action  was  taken  during  1917,  1918  and  1919. 
During  1920  thirty-seven  were  inspected,  16  were  found  satisfactory, 
25  representations  were  made  to  the  Council,  21  legal  notices  served,  of 
which  17  were  complied  with. 

Under  the  Housing  Scheme  land  has  been  secured  for  the  provision 
of  80  houses.  Twelve,  being  the  first  instalment,  situated  in  Kelcliffe 
Lane,  are  nearing  completion. 

River  Pollution. 

With  the  exception  of  a few  outlying  houses  and  farmsteads,  the 
sewage  of  which  may  obtain  access  to  streams,  that  of  the  whole  of  the 
District  is  dealt  with  at  the  works. 

Factory  and  Workshops  Act,  1901. 

There  are  in  the  District  the  following  Workshops  and  Workplaces — 
Dressmakers  6,  Bootmakers  8,  Bakers  12,  Cycle  Repairers  2,  Motor 
Repairers  2,  Tailors  6,  Tinners  1,  Cabinet  Makers  1,  Plumbers  4,  Milliners 
4,  Saddlers  2,  Masons  4,  Joiners  4,  Oil  Extractors  1,  Blacksmiths  1, 
Carbonisers  1,  Rag  and ‘Waste  Sorters  2,  Printers  2,  Watch  Repairers  1, 
Engineers'  Workshops  3. 

The  dimensions  of  all  the  workshops  with  the  number  of  employees 
are  registered,  they  have  been  inspected  during  the  year,  and  found  to 
be  in  the  following  condition  as  regards  : — 

Cleanliness. — Clean  and  free  from  effluvia. 

Air  Space. — Equal  to  250  cubic  feet  for  day  work  and  400  for 
overtime. 
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Ventilation. — Satisfactory. 

Drainage  of  Floors. — The  only  floors  liable  to  be  wet  are  the  Black- 
smiths. The  one  has  satisfactory  floors. 

Sanitary  Accommodation. — Efficient. 

There  are  two  underground  Bakehouses,  which  were  in  existence 
prior  to  the  passing  of  the  Act,  and  are  registered. 

Appended  are  Tables  I.,  II.,  III.  and  IV.  and  Form  572  of  the 
Factory  and  Workshops  Act,  1901 . One  of  the  latter,  and  a copy  of  that 
part  of  the  report  dealing  with  the  Act  were  sent  to  the  Home  Office, 
January  1st,  1921.

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SANITARY  INSPECTOR’S  REPORT 

For  the  Year  ending  December  31st,  1920. 


Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  submit  my  Report  as  Inspector  as  follows  for  the  year 

1920. 

Scavenging. 

During  the  year  2,900  loads  have  been  removed  from  the  ashpits 
and  ashbins. 

The  carting  has  been  done  by  contract,  the  present  rate  is  2 /- 

per  hour. 

In  cases  of  urgency  the  work  has  been  supplemented  by  the  Council’s 
own  horses. 

There  are  at  present  366  Privies  in  the  District. 

No.  of  fixed  receptacles,  94. 

No.  of  unfixed  receptacles,  292. 

No.  of  Water  Closets,  359. 

Nuisances. 

A great  many  inspections  have  been  made  throughout  the  District. 

Under  this  heading  21  legal  notices  have  been  sent  out,  24  nuisances 
have  been  remedied,  which  includes  5 left  over  from  last  year  ; also 
27  intimations  of  nuisances  of  a minor  character,  all  of  which  have  been 
carried  out. 

A most  noted  improvement  has  been  the  conversion  of  privy  into 
W.C.  and  provision  of  urinal  accommodation  at  White  Cross  Hotel. 
Also  the  provision  of  proper  flushing  arrangement  at  Cross  Inn,  Town 
Gate. 

Draining  of  Flat  Field  House  has  been  re-drained  and  connected 
to  the  main- sewer  in  Kelcliffe  Lane. 

22  privies  have  been  converted  into  W.C.'s. 

Disinfecting. 

Considerable  time  has  been  spent  in  disinfecting  after  removal  of 
infected  persons  to  the  Hospital ; also  disinfecting  liquid  given  for  the 
cleansing  of  floors,  etc. 

Several  houses  have  been  disinfected  at  the  request  of  householders 
commencing  new  tenancy. 
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That  the  time  is  well  spent  is  evident  from  the  fact  that  during  the 
year  there  has  been  no  other  case  occur  after  removal  of  infected  person 
to  Hospital. 

Food  production  and  provision  of  building  sites  freehold  allotments 
are  still  on  the  increase.  28  freehold  allotments  have  been  set  out,  about 
1,000  square  yards  each,  suitable  for  building  plots,  having  a good 
frontage,  and  will  provide  ample  room  for  gardens  and  the  keeping  of 
poultry.  There  are  now  124  of  such  freehold  allotments,  which  in  future 
will  be  a valuable  asset  for  the  District  in  providing  suitable  building 
plots  for  the  erection  of  working  class  dwellings,  and  production  of  food 
in  various  forms. 


Slaughter  Houses. 

The  number  of  Slaughter  Houses  at  present  is  seven,  two  having 
during  the  year  ceased  to  be  occupied  for  that  purpose,  as  they  were 
in  close  proximity  to  houses,  their  non-use  is  acceptable. 

The  Slaughter  Houses  are  well  conducted,  kept  clean  and  conform  to 
Council’s  requirements  in  every  respect. 


Cowsheds  and  Dairies. 

The  Cowsheds  have  been  frequently  inspected. 

The  number  of  cowkeepers  at  present  is  23,  the  number  of  cows 
kept  172.  7 of  these  cowkeepers  are  producers  and  retailers  of  milk; 

4 persons  follow  the  trade  of  milk  vendors. 

During  the  year  the  most  notable  improvement  has  been  the  erection 
of  a new  cowshed  at  Glebe  Farm,  nr.  York  Gate,  for  12  cows,  which  is 
well  lighted,  ventilated  and  plenty  of  air  space. 

Sewerage  and  House  Drainage. 

There  has  been  no  extension  of  main  sewer  by  the  Council.  The 
District  is  well  sewered  and  very  much  in  advance  of  the  building 
operations. 

A new  9 in.  drain  has  been  laid  by  the  owners  of  land  abutting 
Ings  Lane  and  connected  to  existing  main  sewer  in  Ings  Lane. 

For  the  Guiseley  Housing  Scheme  dtainage  has  been  carried  out 
as  follows  : — 

128  yards  lineal  of  6 in.  Glazed  Socket  Jointed  Pipes. 

106  „ „ 4 in.  ,', 

and  100  yards  lineal  of  4 in.  Glazed  Socket  Jointed  Pipes  in  various 
parts  of  the  District,  being  re-draining,  and  numerous  small  connections 
to  the  sewer.

The  closing  order  issued  on  No.  18,  Lands  Lane,  and  1,  New  Row, 
has  now  been  withdrawn.  Originally  these  were  2 back-to-back  houses 
which  have  now  been  made  into  one  through  house  and  is  in  every  respect 
a good  habitable  house. 

Factory  and  Workshops  Act. 

The  number  of  workshops  in  the  District  now  number  67.  During 
the  year  9 workshops  have  been  registered  including  1 bakehouse.  Pro- 
gress is  still  being  made  in  the  provision  of  ■ sanitary  accommodation 
for  the  workers. 

At  Cassfield  Mill  3 W.C.’s  have  been  provided,  2 for  the  females, 
1 for  the  men,  and  urinal  accommodation. 

At  Ings  Mill  the  substitution  of  W.C.’s  for  the  privies  is  a decided 
improvement. 

Green  bottom  Dyeworks  having  provided  dining  rooms  for  the  workers 
and  additional  sanitary  accommodation,  is  a decided  improvement. 
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Factory  Inspector  has  drawn  attention  to  the  following : — 

Tailor’s  workshop  which  required  whitewashing. 

Want  of  proper  sanitary  accommodation  for  workshop  at  rear  of 
Victoria  Road. 

These  have  been  remedied. 

The  provision  of  sufficient  means  of  escape  in  case  of  fire  at  Ings 
Mill,  which  is  in  progress. 

Also  the  attention  of  the  Council  was  drawn  to  a portion  of  Spring- 
head Mill  which  was  considered  not  provided  with  sufficient  means  pf 
escape,  but  owing  to  tfye  information  that  part  of  the  mill  was  going  to 
be  pulled  down  it  was  left  in  abeyance,  though  the  owner  has  now  received 
notice  to  provide  such  means  of  escape  in  case  of  fire  as  will  be  considered 
reasonable  in  the  case. 

Dust  Nuisances. 

The  Council  has  during  the  year  tarsprayed  9,600  square  yards  of 
road  to  avoid  the  dust  nuisance,  and  introduced  more  tar  macadam 
for  the  repairs,  which  is  a step  in  the  right  direction. 

In  concluding  this  Report  I may  say  that  a great  many  nuisances 
are  remedied  without  any  notice  being  served  or  intimation  thereof, 
but  we  are  not  yet  in  that  “ happy  land  ” where  every  person  or  owner 
is  willing  to  spend  money  in  sanitary  improvements,  and  it  requires 
constant  inspection  and  perseverance  to  make  progress.
